We fancy there is a bit of con- 
fusion in the minds of many of the 
smaller post offices re the new postal 
rates on third class mail. Also quite 
a bit of adverse public reaction to 
their application. And in the press 
the Toronto Globe is very critical of 
the increase, believing that the mat- 
ter should have been brought up in 
parliament before the rates were 
changed. 

It is quite to be expected that the 
P.O.D. is concerned in making rev- 
'enues meet rising costs. On the other 
hand the Post Office is a publie ser- 
vice originally more concerned with 
the indirect benefit to the country 
to be derived from quick communi- 
cation between points near and far. 
It facilitates business, affords a 
means of contact between separated 
families and friends. Its value in 
speeding business; keeping of the 
public informed by the transport of 
newspapers and other periodicals; its 
contribution to communication by 
letter between separated peoples 


means more than dollars and cents 


to the welfare of a nation. It is a 
service to be considered more for the 
above contribution than as a money- 
maker, though admirable if it can 
be made carry itself without injury

to some of the services it offers. 

We doubt if there is any condem- 
nation on the passing of the one-cent 
post card in view of the great in- 
crease in cost of the paper product 
entering into the making of the card, 
but a 100 per cent increase in cost 
of mailing even the smallest printed 
circular, or handbill seems a big 
hurdle at one jump. In the U.S. we 
note a 1l!$c stamp for such. The 
adoption of that here would not have 
been as aggravating as the 2c rate,

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Centenary Stamps to Mark 
Transfer of Postal Serivee 


The Honourable G. Edouard Rin- 
fret, Postmaster General, has releas- 
ed photographs of the four postage 
stamps, previously announced, that 
will be issued to commemorate the 
centennial of the transfer of the ad- 
ministration of the postal service to 
British North America. On July 28th, 
1849, an Act was passed by the Brit- 
ish Government empowering the col- 
onies and provinces of British North 
America to establish independent 
postal systems. The province of Can- 
ada was the first to take advantage 
of this authority and the necessary 
provincial legislation was passed 
transferring control of the postal 
system to its own Government effec- 
tive the 6th April, 1851. On 23rd 
April, 1851, the Province of Canada 
was the first province or colony of 
British North America to issue its 
own postage stamps, the first stamp 
issued being the “Three Penny 
Beaver.” 


The four special postage stamps 
being issued to commemorate this 
event will be released on the 24th of 
September of this year, a date that 
will coincide with the holding of a 
great International Philatelic Exhibi- 
tion in Toronto. This Exhibition is 
being organized by a private group, 
the Canadian Association for Phila- 
telic Exhibitions, of which the Post- 
master General is the Honorary 
President. 


One of the four stamps being is- 
sued will be a 15c denomination that 
will bear as its central motif a mini- 
ature reproduction of the original 
"Three Penny Beaver." The original 
stamp reproduced on this 15e denom- 
ination was designed by Sir Sandford 
Fleming. This will be the first oc- 
casion that the Post Office Depart- 
ment has issued a postage stamp of 
a 15c denomination since 1908. It is 
anticipated that this new stamp will 
be found to be convenient for the pre- 
payment of the postage on airmail 
letters addressed to the United King- 











dom, Ireland and Europe. The colour 
of this stamp will be a shade of red 
that approximates the first colour 
used in printing of the original three 
penny stamp of 1851. 

The other three new stamps, a 4c, 
5c and 7e, will display contrasts in 
the means of transportation used to 
convey the mails in 1851 and those 
used today. The 4c stamp displays an 
old-fashioned wood burning steam 
engine and train that was in opera- 
tion on the Bytown and Prescott 
Railway in 1851. The modern train 
appearing in the upper half of this 


eL 


stamp is a composite of the first 
streamlined diesel electric locomotive 
manufactured in Canada at the Mon- 
treal Locomotive Works in April, 
1950, for the Canadian National Rail- 


ways, and also of a train in regular 
passenger service on the Canadian 
Pacifice Railway between Montreal 
and Vermont. 


The 5c postage stamp will display 
a reproduction of the side-paddle 
wheel steamship the “City of To- 
ronto.” This reproduction is displayed 
through the courtesy of the Canada 
Steamship Lines, Limited, from a 
drawing by Mr. G. A. Cuthbertson. 
This steamship was built at Niagara- 
on-the-Lake, Upper Canada, for the 
Royal Mail Line for service between 
Lake Ontario ports and Prescott on 
the St. Lawrence River. In the upper 
half of this stamp, there appears a 
reproduction of the Canadian Nation- 
al Steamship “Prince George.” This 
steamship was built in Victoria, B.C., 
and is operated by the Canadian Na- 
tional Steamships from Vancouver, 
B.C., to Alaska. 

The 7e postage stamp displays in 
the lower half of the stamp a stage- 
coach of the period of 1851 passing 
before Jordan's York Hotel, King 
Street, East, York, Upper Canada. 
The legislature met in this hotel in 
York, (now Toronto), in 1814. In the 
upper half of this stamp appears a 
reproduction of a modern Canadian 
built *North Star" type of airplane 
as used by the Trans-Canada Airlines 
for the transportation of mails. 

The 4e, 5c and Te postage stamps 
will be large size, horizontal stamps, 
issued in panes of 50 stamps. The 
colours will be black, purple and blue, 
respectively. The 15e denomination 
wil be of small size, horizontal de- 
sign, isued in panes of 100 stamps. 
The first day of issue covers of these 
new stamps will be handled by the 
Canadian Association for Philatelic 
Exhibitions at 70 Bloor St. W., To- 
ronto. This Association will publicize

LETTER TO THE EDITOR 
More About Ship 
Winnipeg, Man. 
Dear Mr. McCready: 

I just read the fine April issue 
of “Popular Stamps” that arrived to- 
day and greatly enjoyed it as always. 

Mr. Vockeroth wrote you about the 
boat on the 1938 airmail stamps. I 
have a few things in mind that might 
interest you. 

Colonel Hector G. Reid, from about 
1931 until 1938, was in charge of 
transportation and supply for the 
Hudson’s Bay Company in the Mac- 
kenzie River area. During the winter 
he had his headquarters in Hudson’s 
Bay House in Winnipeg, but summer 
saw him at the Mackenzie River ,us- 
ually aboard the boat in question. He 
had many interesting stories to tell 
about this area, some with a phila- 
telie angle. As Mr. Vockeroth's letter 
said, Lord Tweedsmuir was aboard 
the boat and was Colonel Reid's 
guest. Life magazine had a photo- 
erapher aboard, and in one issue of 
that magazine, a number of pages 
were devoted to pictures of the party 
of officials aboard. The publie rooms 
of the boat seemed very roomy, more 
than would be expected from the out- 
side appearance of the boat. One 
winter evening at the stamp club, 
Colonel Reid told us that he had sent 
in a drawing of his boat, with an 
aeroplane flying overhead, to the 
Post Office Department some six or 
eight months before and that the new 
(1938) airmail stamp seemed to fol- 
low the idea of his drawing. If 
Colonel Reid was right, there is the 
story of how his boat was chosen 
to appear on the stamp. 

Keep up the good work on “Popu- 
lar Stamps".—James Stokes.

#127—King Edward Plate Nos. 

Here I am sniping at Boggs’ again, 
but folks that data on page 346, list- 
ing plate nos. is in need of much 
revision. According to Winnie the le 
plates 1-4 are thin numerals, while 
5 and up are thick. Also the 2c plates 
1-5 are supposed to be thin, while 
6 and up are thick. 

Folks, it ain't necessarily so. Some 
of the lower numbers (and may be 
all) come in both thin and thick num- 
erals. There's much more to this 
study of plate numbers, but enough 
for now.

POSTAL BILL IS BIG 


Nova Scotians spent a total of 
$3,880,761.37 on postage during the 
year ending last March 31, according 
to the annual report of the Post- 
master-General tabled in the House. 
Total for all Canada was $93,280,- 
139.89. The report also shows Nova 
Scotia had 1,8315 of the 12,415 post 
offices in Canada at the end of the 
year as compared with 1,362 in op- 
eration during 1948-49. Six new post 
offices were opened during the year 
ending last March 31 and 52 were 
closed.

Small sheets of stamps (1⁄4 sec-s 


tions of original sheets) are distrib- 
uted to post offices in bundles as 
they are cut; i.e. the order sent to 
a post office will include sheets 
which are all from the same segment 


of the large sheet. Usually there are 
two different plate numbers repre- 
sented on alternate sheets. For ex- 
ample, the post office at Hull, P.Q., 
may receive 100 sheets of four cent 
stamps. All will be of the lower right 
position and the bundle will include 
50 sheets from plate 1 and 50 sheets 
from plate 2. Other post offices will 
receive supplies of the same stamp in 
the same manner with variations of 
the plate block position on the same 
day. The next time Hull receives a 
supply of four cent stamps (possibly 
2 weeks later) it is probable they 
will receive a different position and 
or different plate numbers. It is ob- 
vious that the chances of obtaining 
matched sets of corner blocks from 
one post office is slight. Collectors 
must trade among themselves to 
complete matched sets. 

If we consider one commemorative 


issue, say the Princess Elizabeth, 
we find the following: 

Stamps ISSUE ¢ c.<ccycicsdesesseeesss 50,010,000 
Piate BIOGES: eive 500,100 


Matched Sets (8 positions) 62,512 
Assuming that 25% of the plate 
blocks got into the hands of collec- 
tors, there should be 125,025 in ex- 
istence. Again assume that two- 
‘thirds of these are in matched sets 
and there should be approximately 
10,000 matched sets of corner blocks 
for this issue in existence. Numbers 
of plate blocks issued are about the 
same for the Alexander Graham Bell 
issue and about double for the later 
commemoratives. 

The situation regarding regular is- 
sues is completely different. The 
same design of stamp may be issued 
over a period of years. As the plates 
wear out, new ones are put in service. 
These plates are numbered consecu- 
tively and each new one adds a new 
matched set of plate number blocks 
to the possible total for collectors. 
Up until recently, little attention 


seems to have been paid to this as- 
pect of plate block collecting with 
the result that many positions of re- 


cent issues are dificult to obtain. 
The situation has been aggravated 
by the recent issue of very small 
quantities of stamps from new plate 
numbers just before a stamp became 
obsolete. Constant contact must be 
maintained with local post offices to 
know when new plate numbers are 
issued. In spite of this though, cer- 
tain positions of certain plate num- 
bers become very rare as all sheets 
of that position are possibly sent to 
outlying post offices and do not reach 
the hands of collectors. An example 
of this appears to be the 4c red War 
issue plate no. 24 LL. There are sev- 
eral others in that issue also. The 
only remedy is for collectors to order 
plate block positions from the Phila- 
telie Agency in Ottawa while the is- 
sue is in use or from dealers who 


‘specialize in this type of material. 


Incidentally, 100 stamps of denom- 
inations up to 5c must be ordered 
before a plate block position can be 
specified from the Philatelic Agency. 

Sources of supply for plate corner 
blocks are as follows: 

Local Post Offices 
Other Collectors 

The Philatelic Agency 
Dealers. 

Plate block collecting is becoming 
more popular all the time with re- 
sulting increases in value for the 
blocks. This is easy to understand 
when it is realized that only one of 
any plate block position appears for 
each 400 stamps issued.

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Canada Modern Fancy Cancels 


BY JAMES DICKENSON 


Canada, like a number of other 
stamp issuing countries, is well 
known for the fancy cancellations 
that were applied to her stamps in 
the late 19th century. Since then a 
number of fancy cancels have ap- 
peared on her more modern stamps 


but I doubt if this is as it should 
be. The writer makes no effort to 
list or illustrate all the varieties of 
these modern fancy cancels, common- 
ly referred to as 'Corks'. 

While Boggs suggests that the 
early fancy cancels were made from 
brass, wood and probably steel, I 
firmly believe that these Modern’s 
are from cork. Where do they origin- 
ate? I live in Saskatchewan and 
nearly all that I have seen have come 
from this Province. Possibly others 
exist from other parts of Canada 
but have not made their way for 
from home and are only known to the 
collectors in the area whence they 
originate. 

Could I tell you what towns from 
which they originate? In some cases, 
yes; but not knowing what higher 
authorities in the Post Office De- 
partment might think of these un- 
orthodox cancels I will for the time 
being, conceal their locations. 

Are Philatelists behind the making 
of these cancels? From what in- 
- formation I can gather, the answer 
is no. One town in Saskatchewan, 
in which (I believe) the most var- 
ieties were issued, the postmaster 
was not a philatelist and there was 
nothing to indieate that a collector 
even existed in the town, but you 
never can tell. 

For one thing they are fascinating. 
I have never been able to purchase 
any items from other collectors that 
have come in possession of them, but 
they have kindly loaned me their 
specimens for this article. And while 
on the subject, I want to thank Ron 
Doxsee, Bob Barr and Harold Brown 
of the Regina Philatelie Society for 
kindly loaning me specimens for my 
information. 

The V for Victory cancel has been 
seen in both blue and black on 
multiples and singles, the larger 
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amounts paying postage on Election 
returns from returning officers at 
outside districts to the Legislative 
Buildings here in Regina. The same 
applies to the 50c Lumbering which 


is cancelled with a somewhat oval 
cork eut into four segments. The low- 
er values in most cases were used 
on letters, and most of those shown 
today found their way to a local de- 
veloping house where luckily a col- 
lector retrieved them. Maybe some of 
them found their way into your pos- 
session, anyway, if you want another 
angle to Canadian collecting, chase 
after these fancies. 

Since starting to write this small 
article I have had occasion to look 
over another local collector’s acquisi- 
tion of these interesting cancels and 
one in particular caught my eye. It 
was a strip of four of the current one 
cent, the first three stamps were 
cancelled with something resembling 
a swastika and the last stamp was 
cancelled with a thick T. My deserip- 
tion does not tell of its beauty, but 
it is something to see. 

The old corks? They're gems, but 
give me the moderns for a real tough 
chase. 





Editor's Note:—The first time we 
saw one of these modern cork can- 
cels was during the war when the 
P.O.D. authorized a V cancel in their 
electric cancelling machines. At that 
time the postmaster at Nipissing 
Jct., Ont., developed his own V cancel 
from a cork. We refrained from mak- 
ing note of it in P.S. at the time as 
we figured he was out of bounds by 
using it. Later he informed us that 
the P.O.D. instructed him not to use 
it, and he gave us the cork he was 
then using—carved to give a four- 
line bar cancel. He passed away 
about a year ago and we since in- 
tended making mention of it but 
overlooked it until Mr. Dickenson’s 
article showed up. With it he has 
sent us a photograph of 26 stamps 
mostly modern regular, comem. and 
pictorial stamps, but two stamps are 
Geo. V medallion issue. The cancels 
appearing on these show bars, circles, 
segments or crude cogwheel types 
and one very much like a maltese 
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cross, and all somewhat reminiscent 
of the 19th century varieties. In fact 
should some one go so far as to use 
early Victorian stamps and have 
these modern cork cancels applied 
there could develop a confusing and 
upsetting situation for the collector 
of early cork cancels. We doubt if 
the offending postmasters will be 
permitted to continue the use of 
these cancels. Daub and smudge can- 
cels often appear on parcels where 
sponginess or flimsiness of the par- 
cel will not permit use of the steel 
stencil, but even here the P.O.D. 
furnishes a roller cancel and there 
is no exeuse or reason for using un- 
orthodox cancels.

BRICKS FOR BANK 
BY PARCEL POST 


Neither rain nor shine nor sleet 
nor snow may halt the mail but 120 
tons of brick is an aside from the 
weather. Amone clippings from news- 
papers and magazines mailed to us 
is one from some magazine, not 
identified on the clipping, but writ- 
ten by one Irving Wallace records a 
poser that once faced the U.S. postal 
service. Gist of the article is: Back in 
1916 directors of a bank at Vernal, 
Utah, decided to build a modern two- 
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storey fireproof bank building 97 x 
70 feet. 50,000 bricks were required 
but freight handlers demanded 15c a 
brick or $7,500 in all to bring the 
bricks from the nearest brick kilns 
at Salt Lake City, 194 miles, hard 
going by road. It looked as if pros- 
pects for the new bank were fading 
when one of the directors discovered 
that they could be mailed by parcel 
post for about 7c apiece or around 
half the cost of freight. Vernal, 150 
miles by airline from Salt Lake City, 
brought the rate into second-zone 
postage, though the mail actually 
travelled 407 miles by standard and 
narrow gauge railroads and the final 
lap by carrier wagon. 

Postal regulations limited weight 
of a package which ran 10 bricks to 
a package, making 5,000 packages of 
bricks. The route carrier was requir- 
ed to report mail not delivered with- 
in one week of arrival at the railway 
terminus. Swamped with tons of 
bricks the carrier notified Washing- 
ton and the P.O.D. there decided it 
was not required to deliver more than 
200 lbs. to one consignee in any day. 
At forty bricks a day delivered it 
would require over three years be- 
fore the bank got all its bricks. 

Stumped for awhile the bank's 
brain trust came up with an idea and 
invited everybody in their locality to 
join in the plan. Thus farmers and 
townspeople became consignees for 
the bricks and carted them from the 
post office to the bank site in tri- 
umph if not a bit of gleeful satisfac- 
tion in a victory over the government. 

Extra wagons had to be added to 
the carrier route and mail handlers 
developed aching backs and probably 
blistered hands — but the mail went 
through, to every last brick. 

Since then, though the U.S. postal 
Department has raised parcel post 
limit to 70 pounds, retaining the 200 
pound daily limit it trusts that this 
and rate increases will forever pro- 
tect them from being faced again 
with such a formidable task as above 
reported.

Maybe writing this at Christmas 
time and its reminding us of the 
Three Wise Men of the East, may 
have got us dwelling on a facet of 


the Canadian philatelic story that 
has more than once intruded on our 
mind. In going through old Can- 
adian philatelie magazines St. John, 
N.B., appears as a leading stamp 
mart around 1865. «Watching the 
trend portrayed throughout the years 
in these magazines, the leading 
stamp marts steadily moved west to 
Montreal, Peterboro, Belleville, Tor- 
onto and some intervening points. 
Toronto still today is a chief stamp 
centre. St. John has lost its early 
lead. Not too numerous are Montreal 
dealers. But out West, unheard of as 
a factor commercially in stamps six- 
ty or seventy years ago has today 
some of the most up and coming 
stamp merchandisers on the conti-

nent. Of course we have dealers all 
over the Dominion but certain points 
show more aggressiveness than 
others. And that aggressiveness 
seems tied in with that old standing 


bent of man’s movement from east 
to west. Like the sun rising in the 
east man has seemed to follow the 
sun in its westward course, and fol- 
lowing the sun, his starting point so 
often seems forgotten. We see it in 
towns and cities. Many of these have 
steadily grown from east to west, 
unless hindered on the west by wat- 
erfronts or mountains. And too often 
do we find these eastern starting 
points of cities falling into a more 
leisurely or indifferen way of life as 
expanding business thus moves west 
and forerunning eastern points relax. 
And following the printed story 
of stamps, as portrayed in old mag- 
azines we find so much that ties in 
with this westward  inclination—or 
so it has seemed to us.

The steaer ‘‘Kiangya” appears on 
the $40,000 and $60,000 stamps of 
China's 1948 Commemorative issue 
for the 75th anniversary of the China 
Merchant Steam Navigation Co. (1). 
. This steamer of 2,099 tons explod- 
ed and sank, within a few minutes 
outside of Shanghai, near the mouth 
of the Yangtze River, December 3rd, 
1948. The ship was estimated to be 
carrying 4,000 frightened refugees 
fleeing war-torn China. The Kiangya 
had sailed from Shanghai en route 
to Ningpo, about 200 miles south 
of Shanghai. The exact number of 
dead and missing will probably never 
be known, but the loss of life was 
variously estimated at between 2,000 
and 3,000 persons. 

It was reported that a company 
spokesman said the Kiangya's capa- 
city was 1,186 passengers, the vessel 
had carried at least 4,000 passengers 
on each of its previous trips, and that 
there were at least that many aboard 
at the time of the accident. (Scott—

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STAMPS ARE LIKE PERSONS! 


Collectors often emphasize that 
"the stamp is the thing," and one 
phase of this theme was chosen and 
develped in a recent talk that Miss 


Edith Hilton gave to fellow members 
of the Edmonton Stamp Club, when 
she took the topic, *Stamps Are Like 
Persons." 

Miss Hilton said that in poring 
over her stamp album and getting 
to know more about the stamps on 
its pages, she was often impressed 
by the personalities portrayed on the 
face of many postage stamps. The 
characteristies varied just as they do 
among people, the personalities at- 
tracted or repelled but all proved of 
interest. 

Few grownups ever entirely put 
aside cherished dreams of youth to 
explore or seek adventure, and she 
felt the best example was found in 
the stamp album of Canada honoring 
Jacques Cartier, the three-center of 
1934. The motherly characteristic of 
kindness and firmness so adored by 
all was surely well illustrated in the 
stamp of Belgium portraying Queen 
Astrid. 

Best typifying the spirit of mis- 
chievousness was surely the Austral- 
ian stamp presenting the Koala bear, 
whieh had all the impishness of a 
little boy or small girl caught in 
mischief and saying “I didn’t do it," 
while all the time the contrary was 
clear. 

The demanding personality, the 
sort of person who wants servic2 at 
once, asks much and is used to get- 
ting it, she opined was illustrated by 
the Rhineland Pfalz 3 pf. Expressive 
of pride and self-confidence, the 
stamp of Gabon presented The War- 
rior, a fine example of warlike native 
of French Equatorial Africa. 

«The idea of virility and strength, 
the athletic type who enjoys com- 
peting in sports as a means of bring- 
ing out the best in them, is illustrat- 
ed by the modern stamps of Greece 
— the country that originated the 
Olympic Games contests—especially 
well by that showing the javelin 
thrower. Some are horrid, like the 
militant and arrogant figures pic- 
tured on the Italian stamp of 1941 
commemorating the Axis, those of 
Hitler and Mussolini. Others were 


mysterious, like the Mona Lisa, smile 
but unfathomable. There were under- 
standing personalities, kindly ones, 
like those of Victoria, Alexandra, 
Mary and King Edward VII in the 
late nineties set of Newfoundland. 
As there is good and bad in people, 
so in stamps. The search for person- 
alities in stamps helps make us col- 
lectors and all lovers of stamps. 


T.S.C. CLUB NOTES 


The Spring Catalogue Auction of 
the Toronto Stamp Collectors club 
was held on Thursday evening, April 
19th, in private dining room 7 at the 
Royal York Hotel. 

The auction consisted of some 402 
lots which were on display at 6.30 
of that evening.

We've mentioned it before, but 
here it is again. It's in reference to 
S1, $2 and other small amount checks 
that come to us. Each one of these 
is discounted at the bank by 15e, plus 
3c excise stamp, if the check issuer 
failed to attach the stamp. And if 
the check is from some distant point 
where our bank has no correspondent 
bank the discount is 25c. In the 
course of a year this discounting 
business on checks cost us dollars 
and dollars. It's an imposition, if not 
an impertinance. In the matter of 
P.S. subscription payments by dollar 
checks means that every seventh such 
check so discounted is the same as 
giving away the eighth subscription 
free. That's too much to go down the 
drain in these inflationary times, or 
any other times. If you must send 
checks then add the exchange or the 
amount it would cost for a bank or 
post office money order. You'l feel 
better for it and we'll think a lot 
more of you for doing so.
